▲ Physician Offers a Few Suggestions 
on Sleeplessness. 

"T p»«'»'J a sleepless night," said a 
physician, "and I am forcibly remind- 
ed to-day how exacting is nature in 
her demands for the enforcement of 
the physical law of compensation. 

"We do not know why we sleep, nor 
what sleep really is, and it is too deep 
a question to be disposed of in • 
paragraph. We only know that 'sleep,' 
•whatever it is, the human brain must 
have, and though the body may sus- 
tain itself without food and water 
for indefinite periods, sleep cannot 
be put off and is absolutely overpow- 
ering in its de>mands. 

"There are many theories, under- 
stand, why we sleep. One is that the 
blood vessels in the brain contract, 
tnd with tli« decreased circulation 
and pressure that organ assume* a 
condition known as> sleep. Some 
hold that the extremities go to tleep 
first, and lastly the brain. Take 
your choice; it is free. But this we 
do know — that the brain does not 
lose consciousness and its active func- 
tions are merely held in suspension 
for such time as we pass in sleep . 

"Why or how this is done is ct ill 
theoretical. For that matter, there 
""are several important organs of the. 
human system upon which physiolo- 
gists still disagree as to their func- 
tions. Therefore, they are classified 
as 'not being yet fully understood.' 

"A physician cannot give a 'sure- 
shot' remedy for sleeplessness — that 
curse of the high tension of the af- 
fairs of the present age of struggle-and 
push. It is very largely a mart er of 
cause, temperament and environment. 
Remove the cause in each individual 
case and a different effect is pro- 



j 11M sotrgnt, tanes a second ana a third 
dose. He sleeps then— the sleep of 
death. 

"Whisky will put one to sleep if 
one takes enough of it, as it will also 
bury one. Malt liquors have a sopo- 
rific effect, hut anything which con- 
tains alcohol, if taken in quantities, 
is injurious, especially to patients 
with kidney affections. Ten or fif- 
teen grains of sulfonal or five or ten 
gTains of trional has often given me 
needed slumber, and they are perhaps 
the most innocuous of the narcotics 
prescribed— but look outforthe 'hab- 
it.' The bromides quiet the- nerves, 
but the bromide 'habit' may soon be- 
come established and eruptions pro- 
duced over the body which will take 
weeks to eradicate. 

"Trv lving with the eves wide open. 
The lids after awhile will become am 
cularly weary, and with some patients 
sleep suddenly comes. Patients will 
lie for hours with their eyes shut, the 
brain alert and active, hoping, by 
closing the lids, to induce slumber. 
Try keeping them open. Instead of 
saying: 'Oh, if I could but sleep.' 
say and feel: 'Well, I don't care 
whether I sleeti or not.' You will find 
that this stratagem will accomplish 
astonishing results, And don't" care, 
either. Never, never think of 'to- 
morrow,' for it never comes, and you 
will spend your life engaged in that 
thought. 

"Some of my patients have been 
cured by keeping the lids up as di- 
rected and occasionally looking at 
the gas jet, allowed to burn a very 
faint taper, but not so as to illumi- 
nate the room. I do not approve of a 
totally dark room for insomnia cases. 
Some physicians do. It has been rriy 
experience that the brain seems to 
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a few
